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Recreation and the 
Town Meeting 


Recreation is apparently going 
to be discussed very thoroughly at 
the Town Meeting, for there are a 
good many articles of varying fna- 
ture in the warrant dealing with 
this very important subject. There 
are also a good many would-have- 
been articles that were discussed, 
but didn’t get in. 


Probably the most important ar- 
ticle of all is the one calling for a 
special committee to investigate 
the whole field of community recre- 
ation and to make a report at the 
next annual Town Meeting. The 
recreation administration can be- 
come pretty much haphazard unless 
some definite comprehensive plan 
is formed and followed. As it is 
now, thére are articles asking pur- 
chase of Hussey’s pond and some 
land.—near the Ballardvale play- 
stead; possibly they are worthy 
projects—we rather think they are 
—hbut how do they fit into the over- 
all picture? And there was quite a 
bit of talk about the acquisition of 
the Country club for community 
recreation purposes, and someone 
else had an idea that it might be 
well to develop Carmel woods. Pos- 
sibly there is something of value 
in both these ideas, and possibly 
some day the town will undertake 
to do both, but whatever is done 
should be a definite part of a reg- 
ular program, carefully thought out 
and carefully administered. 

Another thought that such a com- 
mittee would have to investigate 
would be the complete segregation 
of all park and playground work in

Cigarettes 


This is in behalf of some very 
much harried persons—the fellows 
who handle the dispensing of what 
cigarettes there are to be dispensed.

There is a little something that 
you can do about it to help out. 
You'll have to cut down a little, 
possibly in your smoking of course 
put when you do go to get a pack- 
age, try the store where you al- 
ways trade, the store where you 
spend some money for the store- 
keeper to make his living on, the 
store where you buy your food reg- 
ularly or your drugs regularly. 
Don’t go into every store in town 
to pick up cigarettes; if. you don’t 
trade in a _ store, normally, the 
American spirit of fairness de- 
mands that you keep out of that 
same store when you can’t get a 
scarce article elsewhere. The mer- 
chant wants to help the people who 
help him. Be fair about it, and don’t 
bother the man with whom you 
probably wouldn't leave any money 
otherwise.

Is it wiser 
to have the tax rate increased $1— 
or the home owner to pay .5 to a 
garbage collector over which the 
town has no control as to when or 
how often he calls? 

The Public+ Safety Department 
did not correct its weakness until 
too late. The garbage collection is 
a Board of Health question. What 
have they done in the past 10 years 
to improve the present condition?

Sir: 

Let’s stop and think a minute 
before we decide to adopt the 
article in the Town Meeting war- 
rant making the collection of gar- 
bage a town job. What is this go- 
ing to cost? Rumor says that the 
article will ask $4,000 for work 
that seems more likely to cost 
$10,000; and if $10,000, what about 
the effect on the tax rate?

How have other towns fared 
which have tried the municipal col- 
lection of garbage? Lawrence, Hav- 
erhill, Peabody, to mention three, 
have not found that it worked so 
well,-and is there any assurance 
that Andover will do any better? 

Some years ago there was an 
article in the warrant asking for 
town collection of garbage, but it 
was turned down. What were the 
reasons for its rejection then, and 
are not the reasons for rejection 
as strong today as they were for- 
merly? 


Granted that some sections of the 
town have been dissatisfied with 
the private system of garbage col- 
lection, other sections have found 
that a responsible collector, paid 
a small fee, renders this service, 
which is not the pleasantest in the 
world, regularly and efficiently, rain 
or shine, snow or blow. To cover 
the whole town twice a week, out- 
lying sections and all, would re- 
quire the exclusive use of a num- 
ber of trucks and more man power 
than might be available in these 
times of labor shortage. Let us 
think very carefully before we re- 
place a system which we know will 
work if well handled, by one which 
at best will be expensive even if 
we can find the man power to carry 
it on.
